INDIA-CHINA  RELATIONS 


ILL.  "UNNECESSARY  CONCERN  ABOUT  CHINA,"  op-ed  in  July  5 
Hindi  daily,  DAINIK  JAGRAN : "In  1962,  India's  political 
and  military  leadership  was  not  experienced  enough  to 
face  China.  The  question  is  should  we  be  still  worry 
about  another  armed  struggle  with  China?  2009  is  not 
1962,  and  now  India  may  not  have  to  face  the  1962-like 
military  failure.  At  that  time,  China  was  not  a part  of 
the  international  community,  so  it  was  not  concerned 
about  the  consequences  of  a war.  If  China  goes  to  war 
in  Arunachal  Pradesh,  it  will  have  to  pay  a heavy  price 
at  the  international  level.  That  does  not  mean, 
however,  that  we  do  not  further  strengthen  our  army." 


PAKISTAN

wants  to  see  peace  between  India  and  Pakistan.  India  is 
not  willing  to  restart  a dialogue  with  Pakistan  unless

India.  President  Zardari,  on  his  part,  has  openly 
admitted  he  is  helpless.  The  relationship  between  both 
governments  is  understandable,  but  when  our  leaders 
start  talking  about  friendly  relations  with  Pakistan  it 
raises  doubts  about  their  intelligence.  It's  just  not 
possible.  Pakistanis  are  born  with  anti-India 
sentiments  — it  is  their  basis  for  existence."
